Moran held on as a prominent 
leader, in fact, grew to be a more 
powerful one, for a year and a half 
after seven of his henchmen’ were 
massacred on St.. Valentine’s Day in 


1929. 
His downfall came as a natural se- 


quence to the death of Jack Zuta, 


who shared the chieftainship with 
him and the Aiello brothers. 

Both events were credited by the 
underworld to the prowess of New- 
berry, who was said to have split 
with Moran because of a disagrec- 
ment with Zuta. 

Zuta had called a session of north- 
side minor chiefs sometime before the 
murder of Reporter Jake Lingle, on 
June 9. announced that “times were 
hard” and that “more dough” had to 
be turned in, 


Newberry and his assistant, Benny | 


Bennett, walked out on the session in 
nan huff. Bennett disappeared mysteri- 
ously and his family and friends were 
informed, by grapevine methods, that 
he was dead, Newberry himself was 


wounded and left town for a time. 

Then he returned and began threat- 
ening Zuta by telephone, about the 
same time that Lingle was _ killed. 
Zuta, underworld sources said, had 
Lingle killed because he believed the 
reporter kept police harassing’ the 
north side gang to the exclusion of 
the Capones. 

When police arrested Zuta anid 
questioned him about the reporter's 
death. the north side leader was at- 
tacked on a downtown street as he 
rode with a police lieutenant. Zutua 
escaped but an innocent motorman 
was killed by one of the gangster’s 
bullets. Newberry was believed’ to 
have engineered, if not actually to 
have taken a personal part in this 
shooting. Later Zuta was slain in a 
Southern, Wis., resort hotel. 

The Herald and Examiner. offered 
the following explanation of the sit- 
uation it said now existed: 

“At the start of the year, with 
Capone in a Philadelphia prison, Mo- 
_ ran, aided by the Aiello brothers, New- 
berry. Leo Mongoven, Frankie Foster, 
Willie Marks, Benny Bennett and 
Zuta, held sway on the near north 
side. Newberry handled the liquor in- 
terests of the gang. with Bennett as 
his assistant, but Zuta is understood 
to have engineered the demoting of 
Newberry and the placing 
Vision in his job. 


and Bennett has not been seen or 
heard from since. A meeting of the 
gang chiefs was called and demands 
fer the removal of Zuta—never popu- 
lar personally—were made. Moran 
refused. Foster, Newberry, and Marks 
thereupon left the gang. Mongoven 
is believed dead. The Aiellos—re- 
ported at the time of Capone’s re- 
lease from jail to be ready to desert 
Moran—are thought now to have done 
so. And Zuta has been slain. This 
leaves Moran virtually deserted of his 
leading lieutenants.” 

The paper understands, it said, that 
Moran would be allowed to retain 
some of his minor rackets, such as the 
organization of various labor groups 
and small shopkeepers. 

With such a condition in the un- 
derworld, the paper charged that po- 
lice had ceased harassing gambling 
houses, speakeasies and vice resorts 
and that the Capone gang had gotten 
back to what the newspaper calls 
“the serious business of makipg bigger 
money than ever before.”

SHANGHAI, China, Aug. 

(UN)—Extreme anti-communist meas- 
ures continued today at Hankow, 
metropolis in central China, where 16 
communist agitators were beheaded 
by the authorities. 

The .xecutions brought the total to 
46 in the last week. The beheadings, 
gruesome affairs, were held with little 
ceremony not far from the Hankow 
Race Club, a spacious foreign country 
club on the outskirts of the city. 

Thees drastic measures were con- 
sidered necessary by the Nanking gov- 
ernment authorities in control at Han- 
kow because of the communist menace 
central China. The eommunists 
have changed from loose hordes of 
bandit raiders to an apparently well- 
organized army of at least 10,000 
men. 


Real Communists. 


The fact that the are highly “red” 
i nature hag been indicated. by the 
fact that they have ‘distributed com- 
munist propaganda against private 
property, flown soviet red flags and 
in other ways indicated their move- 
ment has more than a haphazard sort 
of bandit-like direction. 

Hankow, considered fairly safe from 
their invasion, nevertheless is in the 
path of the communist push, and 
martial law prevails. 

Changsha, capital of Hunan prov- 
im’ ', looted and buried, was reported 
quiet today, with the government 
troops once more in control and re- 
storing order, reports from there said. 

Women were advised to postpone 
their return until conditions were 
more nearly normal in Hunan and 
south-central China generally. Many 
women are attached to the Presby- 
terian mission, the Yale-in-China Mis- 
sion college, and others are wives of 
men in the missions or businessmen 
stationed at Changsha. 

Reds Greatest Problem. 
The Chinese communists were re- 


| ported moving northward toward the 


Yangtze, but the anticipated outbreaks 
af Kuling and Kiukiang had not oc- 
curred. Hankow, on the northward 
side of the Yangtze river, was safer 
than these cities, on the south bank. 

The activities of the communistic- 
banditry south of the Yangtze for the 
past_ten days has become the major 
Chintse problem. It overshadows the 
political civil war on the northern 
front and has compelled new align- 
ments and tacties among the present 
leaders. 

The communist generals have gath- 
ered an “army” together of several 
thousand, the usual figure being 
placed at 10.000, in the Hunan action.

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PLENTY OF PRECEDENT. 
The optimism of 
leaders over the result of the fall 
congressional electiqns is con- 
vincingly backed up in a recent arti- 
cle by Mark Sullivan, internationally 
known commentator whose writings 
appear exclusively in this section in 
The Constitution. 
Mr. Sullivan points out. that 
while a switch of 54 seats is neces- 
sary to give the democrats control 


of the house and that such a result | 


would be in the nature of a land- 
slide, it would by no means be with- 
out precedent. In discussing the 
likelihood of such a change, he calls 
attention to three larger overturns 
which have taken place during the 


last few administrations, declaring: 

A switch of 54 seats in a single 
election would be a very large over- 
turn. It would be called a landslide. 
At the same time there are prece- 
dents for a switch of this size. In 
the past 20 years ther. has been five 
“off-year” elections such as this year’s 
is. By “off-year” elections is meant 
elections between presidential elec- 
tions. In 1910, midway of republican 
President Taft’s administration, the 
republicans .lost 57 members of the 
house. In 1914, midway of democratic 
President Wilson’s first administra- 
tion, the democrats, then in power, 
lost 59 seats. In 1918, midway of 
President Wilson's second administra- 
tion, the democrats, still in power up 
to that time, lost 19 members of the 
house. In 1922, midway of President 
Harding's term, the republicans lost 
77 members of the house, though they 
still retained a majority. In 1926, 
midway of President Coolidge’s ad- 
ministration, the republicans lost nine 
seats in the house. 

Few political and economic lead- 
ers throughout the country will 
deny that the republican party 
faces this year a more serious con- 
dition than it did during the ad- 
ministration of Taft, and one as bad 
in many respects as was faced un- 
der the Harding administration, in

An anecdote illustrating the good 
old days appears in a volume of me- 
moirs, just published, of no political 
value and no such pretension, but 
highly illustrative of “Old 
Memories,” by A. von Wiike, the Ger- 
man caste system. Not so very long 
before the Great War when Hinden- 
burg was still commander of the regi- 
ment whose headquarters were Hano- 
ver the wife of the lord-lieutenant of 
the province, von Wilmowski, was a 
particularly proud woman who re- 
served the privilege of the righthand 
sofa corner for herself in all drawing 
= Since 
the military ranked above the civilian, 
the wife of Hindenburg, unable 
save when she arrived first to secure 
the seat of honor, pointed out the 
fact to her husband. When Hinden- 
burg mentioned the matter to the 
lord-lieutenant, this- gentleman, un- 
able to face the wrath at home, said 
he would be obliged to summon him 
to a duel. Only upon the expostula- 
tions of the brother officer whom he 
asked to second him was this public 
scandal avoided. “If we three old ex- 
cellencies stand round on the grass 
and you two fire away the rest of 
Germany will hold its sides with 
laughing,” said General Max von 
Laffert. But Hindenburg reported 
the matter to the kaiser when he was 
next in Berlin, and it was accounted 
a tribute to William the Second’s 
sense of justice triumphing over his 
prejudices—Hindenburg had already 
made~the mistake of criticizing his 
ruler's leadership in ‘maneuvers— 
that the lord-lieutenant was obliged to 
hand in his resignation.

It Is a Thing That Lures. 

No one who has ever had an ac- 
tive part in war, in its hot unreason- 
ing passions, its causeless hatred, its 
savage’ lusts, its heartless cruelties to 
man, woman and child, needs proof 
that “war is hell.” Yet in the drab, 
dull days of peace the spirit that was 
once martialized finds a drawing lure 
in any repetition of its scenes, wheth- 
er in spoken story, stage tragedy,’ in 
fiction or in a film. 

That yen should seem _ strange, 
but it isn’t. It is a surt of normal) 
atavism that few souls can resist. It 
is a resurrection of primitive neces- 
sities and experiences, best explain- 
ed, perhaps in Elihu Root’s address 
on receipt of the Nobel peace prize.

Good to Escape From Hell. 

A new sentiment, at least in this 
great and growing nation, was gen- 
dered out of our historic War Between 
the States. The meajinesses and hor- 
rors that accompanied it, and the bit- 
terness of enmity that has survived 
it in countless survivors of it to this 
day, have established an American 
psychology against war, save in the 
most inevitable necessity. 


Our army men do not want war; 
our naval adepts do not want war; 
our administrators and legislators do 
not want war; and our people who 
know they would have to do the 
fighting and dying do not want war. 
But all of them want to be fully pre- 
pared and able to defend themselves 
should war be unavoidable. 

They earnestly wish to keep out of 
a war-hell, but they still believe witb 
Washington that “to be prepared for 
war is one of the most effectual ways 
of preserving _Peace.”

The book, “All Quiet on the West- 
ern Front,” is neither literature nor 
authentic history. It is a nightmare

In the case of the World War and 
the western front of the central pow 
ers’ armies, the strands of human na- 
ture became detached from _ early 
training and tradition, and became 
the ragged ends of revenge and ruin- 
ation. 

The author of it, untrained to writ- 
ing either romance or history, and 
who would make a star crime report- 
er, tells his story of what war does 
to men with brutal frankness and 
realism.

Grade To Obtain Fair Prices 


Editor Constitution: I was very 
much pleased to see an editorial in 
your issue of August 5 entitled “We 
Will Soon See” because I saw from 
this that you were concerned over the 
tobacco situation in southern Georgia. 

Prior to the opening of our Geor- 
gia markets an official of one of the 
large export tobacco buying companies 
traveled through Georgia telling the 
warehousemen that they hoped our to- 
‘bacco crop would be tied, that they 
'expected to be liberal buyers if it was

| tied and further expected tod pay fair 


addition expected to pay more for tied 
than for untied tobacco. A high of- 
| ficial of this same company has just 
| left my office. He said that when 
they thought our tobacco was to be 
tied they had given instructions to 
all their buyers to buy on all Georgia 
markets what he designated as two 
of their top grades, but he said these 
instructions had now been cancelled 
because they could not use these top 
grades in untied tobacco and _  ex- 
plained the reason so fully that any- 
one can understand. He said that un- 
der the loose leaf, or untiéd, system 
the leaves become damaged and when 
they arrive abroad before they can 
straighten them out, which is very 
tedious and expensive, many of the

|last year, as this crop is estimated nuw to 


be equal in size to the 1929 crop, following 
three exceedingly large crops, each crop 
having left a surplus in the hands of deal- 
ers and manufacturers far in excess of the 
surplus usually carried over by dealers and 
manufacturers of tobacco in this couctry. 


Conditions abroad are vers poor, American 
tobaccos are in competition with foreign- 
grown tobaccos: and in almost every instance 
these foreign-grown tobaccos have the ad- 
vantage in duties levied by the countries 
in which they are used. 


It is a very sound proposition, however, 
that if Georgia growers of tobacco wish to 
find a world market for their tobaccos 
they will have to be tied up in order to 
compete with the same grades of tobacco 
raised in South Carolina, North Carolina 
and Virginia. While there may be some 
disappointment this year in the prices ob- 
tained for tobacco that is tied up, this is 
a start in the right direction. If the Geor- 
gia farmers continue to be growers of bright 
tobacco they will certainly have to tie it 
up in order to find a market that would 
justify its production. 

In advising the Georgia farmers to tie up 
their tobacco, you and Mr. Vereen and 
others who have done so are entirely right, 
and you have made no mistake. It will 
cost the farmer a little more to tie up his 
tobacco: and when it is put in this con- 
dition it finds a market that it could not 
possibly find if marketed as has been the 
case heretofore. To tie up tobacco is a

Would Not Refuse. 

I might add that long before the 
present crop of tobacco was planted 
the federal farm board did everything 
in their power to persuade the grow- 
ers to reduce their crops, but their 


effort was without success. While the 


problem of overproduction -does not 
enter into the present discussion, it 
should never be forgotten that tobacco 
is no different from cotton in that 
overproduction is equally fatal to the 
price paid for either. Both crops 
should be reduced fully 2 
in 1931. 

The actual cost of tying tobacco 
has been very much misrepresented. 
It is a small item and will more 
than pay for itself in the keeping 
qualities of the tobacco, aside from 
its actual enhanced value.

The chief trouble in getting tobacco | 


tied has come from the warehouse- 
men, not only in Blackshear’ but 
throughout the belt. There are a num- 
ber of reasons for their lack of in- 
terest, but perhaps the principal one 
is this: When the Georgia crop is 
offered for sale tied, the season is go- 
ing to last from two to three months 
and while this will be very much bet- 
ter for the farmer and for the towns 
in which the warehouses are situated 
it will not fit in with the engage- 
ments of the warehousemen, many of 
whom are from North Carolina and 
Virginia and own warehouses in these 
two states. These warehousemen only 
want to spend a few weeks in Georgia 
and then hurry back to their North 
Carolina or Virginia warehouses, The 
change to tying will eventually result 
in a class of people operating our 
Georgia warehouses who can stay a 
sufficient length of time to market our 
crop. There is also the further con- 
sideration that under the present, or 
loose leaf, system, the pickings to the 
warehousemen is a considerable item. 
Under the tying system this will be 
eliminated, which will a gain to 
the farmer and a distinct gain to the 
buying companies. 

When tobacco is tied it is packed 
away on sticks. If this tobacco be- 
comes “high in order” (tobacco par- 
lance for dampness) all the farmer 
has to do is to put a fire in his 
barn and put this tobacco back in 
the barn and get the dampness out 
of it, or, in tgbacco parlance, put the 
tobacco back in order. When tobacco 
is packed away in leaves and gets 
damp, there is nothing left to do ex- 
cept to let it rot.

Breathing Exercise for Better Circu- 
lation. 

Recently we described here a belly 
breathing exercise which Dr. Israel 
Rappaport, of New York, N. Y., had 
found beneficial in lowering high blood 
pressure. The simple exercise had 
brought about reduction of 30 per cent 
of the excessive pressure in the aver- 
age case, and in some cases the good 
effect was maintained for a year or 
two. 


years I have described or quoted the 
author’s description of a belly breath- 
ing exercise devised by Dr. Clelia Duel 
Mosher, medical adviser of women in 
Stanford University. This same belly 
breathing exercise has prevented and 
cured many cases of functional diffi- 
culty among young women. . 

But priority to whom priority is 
due. I have discovered a little book 
published in 1918, now out of print, 
on “Exercise and Set-Up,” by Samuel 
Delano, M. D., a lung specialist of 
New Britain, Conn’ in which the 
belly breathing exercise is.clearly de- 
scribed and its physiological purpose 
or effect scientifically expounded, 
thus: 

“To go on then with the full breath. 
Begin by ‘blowing up’ the abdomen. 
A good method is to lay the hands 
on the abdomen and make them rise 
to the extreme limit. The diaphragm 
plainly gives a sensation of descend- 
ing. In this part of the act the 
chest above the imaginary plane is to 
remain completely at rest. Now, hav- 
ing done the first half properly 
to completeness, get set, heave 
chest from below and continue 
drawing up quite to the chin, 
without strain. 
follow, i. e.. will become depressed, 
but as the diaphragm has been fixed, 
no “nir has escaped 
were taken.” 

Dr. Delano suggests three or four 
such breaths in a minute, as suffi- 
cient for one seance, and the time 
when one retires at night as an ideal 
time for the exercise. He describes the 
effects thus: 

“The effects are first of all as a 
tranquillizer. A sense of calm settles 


the 


‘over one: the circulation is remark- | 


ably equalized . . . aspiration of the 
thorax is at work...” 

This author was careful to point 
out that. 

“One does not take a full breath 
so much for the purpose of getting 
in extra exygen as to influence the 
circulation. The blood can take up 
oxygen only to the point of satura- 
tion. . . . ordinary breathing will ac- 
count for the oxygen end of the sys- 
tem’s needs.” 

In a special chapter about Aspira- 
tion of the Thorax Dr. Delano re- 
marks that— 

“The function of aspiration is a 
piece of physiology that is seldom re- 
ferred to . .. it furnishes one of the 
readiest means of controlling the cir- 
culation.” ’ 

‘Then he goes on to liken it to a 
donkey engine used to pull the water 
in a long range heat%g system back 
to the boilers from the distant radia- 


tors. 

That is precisely what this belly 
breathing exercise does, no matter 
whether it be prescribed by Dr, De- 
lano, Dr. Mosher, Dr. Rappaport or 
the conductor of this column, It pulls 
some of the more or less stagnant 
blood back from the general or greater 
circulation into the lesser circulation 
(heart and lungs). So it tends to 
prevent or relieve congestion in the 
pelvic region, high blood pressure, in- 
somnia, or what have you. ; 

Believing this simple exercise of 
great value for many readers I de- 
scribed it here again Thursday, June 
5. 1930, following the instructions 
given by Dr. Mosher for girls and 
women, in her excellent little book, 
“Personal Hygiene for Women,” pub- 
lished by the Stanford University 
Press, California, at $1.50. 

Come to think of it, I gave a brief 
description of Dr. Mosher’s breathing 
exercise in my own book on “Personal 
Health” published in 1916 (now out 
of print, thank heaven), so it must.be 
that Dr. Mosher recognized the value 
of belly breathing a mite earlier thon 
Dr. Delano did, each in their own spe- 
cial field of practice. (That word 
“thon” is a new one, not of my coin- 
age, but introduced by Dr. George W. 
Lyon of the English department of 
Perry High school, Pittsburgh. and 
approved by William Lyon Phelps 
himself.) 

Whoever first discovered the nat- 
ural method of breathing, I commend 
it to everybody as a good little old 
bedtime habit and an aid in relaxa- 
tion,

Prisoners Save 
Four ‘a rom Death 
In Hudson River 


OSSINING, N. Y., Aug. 10.—(UN) 
Four. prisoners, confined in Sing | 
as unfit for free society, today rescue 
four persons whose rowboat had 
swamped in the Hudson river and 
who were in danger of drowning. Odd- 
ly enough one of those whose lives 
were saved was a police officer. _ 

A few years ago prison authorities 
were rebuked in many quarters be- 
cause they refused to permit a similar 
rescue in the case of two drowning 
youths. Today’s decision that the sav- 
ing of life was more ‘portant than 
the potential escape of a few prisoners 
was made by Alfred Mollitore, ser- 
geant of the guard. 

Most. of Sing Sing’s 2,200 prisoners 
were in the yard when cries for help 
were heard from the four in the row- 
boat—J. D. Rossa, chief of police of 
the New York Central lines, who lives 
in Chappaqua; his wife, her brother, 
‘Alfred Graff, and his wife. 

Keepers on the walls notified Mol- 
litore and he sent Irving Brown, 
Joseph Oates, Anthony Riano and 
David Weller—all short term prison- 
ers who are members of Ahe institu- 
tional fire department—to the rescue. 

Two leaped into the water and the 
other two, using hooks, helped to keep 
the boat from sinking until it could 
be hauled up and tied to a small dock. 

During the rescue keepers with 
rifles and machine guns. stood with 
their backs to the river and facing the 
other prisoners, fearful lest any try 
'to escape during the excitement.

Dr. Perry, who is bishop of Rhode | 
Island and presiding bishop of the | 
Episcopal church in the United States, 
spoke on spiritual authority. 

A colorful procession of bishops 
and archbishops marked the closing 
thanksgiving services. Led by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, all the del- 
egates gathered in the historic abbey | 
cloisters and marched into the abbey | 
through the great west door. The | 
gorgeous ecclesiastical robes of the 
archbishops and their train bearers, 
in ceremonious attendance, furnished 
an impressive close to the work of the 
conference. 

In the farewell sermon, Bishop Per- 
ry said the church is now reaching a 
degree of unity greater than has been 
known for centuries.

Carswell Charge Refuted as 
Candidate Flays Present 
Administration. 


* Before leaving for his week's speak- 
ing engagements in south Georgia 
this morning Senator E. D. Rivers, 
candidate for governor, Sunday issued 
the following statement from his head- 
quarters: 

“Two years ago I warned the peo- 
ple that re-electing* Governor Hard- 
man would result in the worst failure 
of the affairs of our state in the his- 
tory of the present generation. He 
replied with the excuse that his first 
administration had failed because I 
blocked him in the senate. 

“What I prophesied has come true. 

Not only has it been the worst fail- 
ure in this generation, but the worst 
since the days of the carpetbagger 
regime. Schools closed, old soldiers 
unpaid, the insane uncared for de- 
spite the fact that Hardman has had 
more money to spend than any gov- 
ernor in the history of “the state. 
« “Now when I bring these things to 
the attention of the people, Cars- 
well (running true to Hardman form 
as a faithful proxy candidate should) 
says I am the cause of the Hardman 
second failure. Well, they might fool 
the people once, but they will not get 
away with it twice, because the peo- 
ple know I was not even a member 
of either branch of the last general 
assembly. 

“They even try to claim that I 
blocked, or refused to help pass, the 
Hardman-Carswell consolidation of de- 
partments bill in the last legislature ;

Bodies of Farmer. Wife 
Found in Rude Grave 


STOW. Mass.. Aug. 10.—(4)—The 
bodies of William Stefanovicz, a 
farmer, and his wife, missing since 
May, were discovered in a_ shallow 
grave in a woodlot near the farm by 
four youths today. Detective Edward 


P. O'Neill said it was unmistakably 
a double murder.

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STREETS OF MARION 


Scene of Lynchings Is Quiet 
as Bodies of Victims 
Are Returned. 


MARION, Ind., Aug. 10.—(UN)— 
Military units guarding the negro dis- 
trict of Marion were doubled today 


with the arrival of the bodies of Tom 
Shipp and Abram Smith, negro men 
who were lynched last Thursday night 
after being taken from the county 
jail where they were held for slay- 
ing a white man and attacking his 
| girl companion. 

| Only immediate relatives were al- 
‘lowed to view the bodies when -they 
'were returned to the Shipp - and 
‘Smith homes from Muncie. Most of 
the citizens of Marion, however, had 
seen the two negroes swinging from 
the same branch ‘of a tree on the 
courthouse lawn Thursday night and 
Friday morning. The move to Mun- 
cie was made after the bodies had been 
cut down in the interest of restoring 
order to the city after its orgy of race 
hatred. 

Soldiers with fixed bayonets stop- 
ped everyone a block from the Shipp 
and Smith homes today. The mob vic- 
tims will. be given private funerals 
Monday and will be buried in Weaver, 
a negro settlement since the Civil War 
days, near Marion. Soldiers will re- 
main on duty here until after the 
funerals. 

Today “negro women and children, 
many of them servants in Marion 
homes, were beginning to return to 
work. They fled to Weaver Thursday 
night during the height of the lynch- 
ing. 

The troops which came here from 
Camp Knox, Ky., at the request of 
Mayor Edwards, of Marion, probably 
will report back to their training 
quarters there on Tuesday, Colonel

U.S. FINDS NEW HOPE 
OF FREE BRITISH VISAS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—(/)— 
After months of unsuccessful efforts 


to secure an agreement with Great 
Britain for waiver or reduction of 
costs of passport visas, the state de- 
partment has found a bargaining point 
which it hopes will eventually lead to 
a reciprocal visa arrangement. 


. With many thousand Americans go0- 
ing abroad annually, the department 
has successfully negotiated agreements 
with many of the principal European 
countries for a waiver of visas or a 
reduction of the fee which American 
travelers pay. Since the fee of $10 
for each visa is considered by the Brit- 
ish government to be a lucrative source 
of revenue, the negotiations with 
Great Britain for some modification 


of the present costly system to Ameri- | 


caus have failed. 

A new point upon which negotia- 
tions for a modified reciprocal agree- 
ment can be based was furnished the 
state department by the British them- 
selves in a formal note asking a group 
visa for 18 members of the British 
legion and two servants who will at- 
tend the annual conference of the 
Federation Interallied Des Anciens 
Combattants in Washington next 
month. In addition to asking for the 
group visa, the British government 
requested waiver of the rule that each 
applicant for a visa must appear per- 
sonally before an American cecnsul. 


The state department in reply po- | 
litely but firmly declined the request 
unless the British would enter into a 


reciprocal visa agreement for ex-serv- 
ice men. Ignoring the state depart- 


ment’s urging for such an agreement, |

note last week pointed out instances 
under which a precedent had been set 
by the department in granting previ- 
ously visas under a partial group sys- 
tem.

Commissioner Khoads has written 
President Hoover that “It is our pur- 
pose to discourage the proclivity of 
the average Indian to participate in 
circuses, rodeos, wild west shows and 
similar enterprises, and in lieu there- 
of. to direct him toward a more dig- 
nified, and more permanent means 
of livelihood.” 

Special emphasis, he said, is_being 
“mcg upon equipping the Indian 
0ys and girls with an education “to 
take his or her place in the life of 
the nation. whether as an industrial 
worker, an agriculturists, a teacher, 
clerk or in some other of the innumer- 
able ways in which American citizens 
earn their living.” 

All plans were made and will be 
be made. Rhoads told the president 
to fulfill the aim outlined by Sec- 
retary Wilbur “to make of the In- 
(lian a self-sustaining, self-respecting 
American citizen just as rapidly as 
this can be brought about” and te 
regard the Indian as a potential citi- 
zen rather than as a ward of the na- 
tion. 

The bureau proposes to give the In- 
dian a practical education, glong vo- 
cational lines whenever possible; to 
make better provisions for his medi- 
cal needs; to provide for the indi-

CHECK PAYING URGED 
TO LESSEN ROBBERIES 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—(/)—Pay- 
ment of wages by check is recom- 
mended by a special committee of the 
national crime commission as the most 
logical solution to the pay roll hold- 
up problem. 

“Of all suggestions for the improve- 
ment of the crime problem in the 
U-ited States,” the committee's report 
announced today, “the most con- 
structive as well as the one most like- 
ly to gain wide acceptance is that 
which proposes to cut off crime at its 
source; that is, to prevent it.” 

«he report then goes on to point 
out that pay-roll banditry is one of 
the most serious professional crimes 
in the country, available records show- 
ing that during 1929 the monetary 
loss was several million dollars, and 
that during the first six months of the 
vear 19 persons were killed and 32 
injured in pay-roll holdups. 

“It is clear,” the report said, “‘that 
a workable system of payment by 
check is the most efficient, economical 
and safe method of disbursing money 
to employes.” 

There are only two states—Mary- 
land und Missouri—which prohibit 
such a practice, although several other 
states Lave qualifying laws, most of 
which prohibit such payment if the 
worker objects. The attitude of labor 
has changed in the last ten vears, the 
committee found, and if the checks are 
simplifiel and made easily negotiable 
it believes the opposition would be 
small. 

One of two of the original commit- 
tee of 19 disagreed with the findings, 
Professor Raymond C. Moley, of Co- 
lumbia University, chairman, said in 
a letter .» the other members, and 
only 14 names were signed to the 
report.

NEW. YORK, Aug. 10.—Announce- 
ment this week that Standard Oil of 
New Jersey and affiliated companies 
serving Canada and more than a doz- 
en states in this part of the country 
will start in the automobile tire busi- 
ness within the next two weeks, sell- 
ing tires through thousands of its 
gasoline filling stations, is not sur- 
seins news to Wall Street. The 
inancial district here expects other 
large oil refining companies with re- 
tail gasolife filling stations to follow 
the example of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey with widespread effects in the 
gasoline and automobile accessories in- 
dustries. 


For the time being Standard Oi} 
of New Jersey will buy tires from 
independent tire manufacturers. It 
Is not Standard Oil policy, however, 
to pay profits to outsiders for raw 
or finished products used. Hence, in 
time, Wall Street expects Standard 
Oil to go into the business of manu- 
facturing tires, a step which has revo- 
lutionary possibilities in the automo- 
ate gasoline, and accessories indus- 
ries. 


Standard Oil of New Jersey has 
good reasons for going into the auto- 
mobile tire retailing business. In the 
old days of Standard Oil, John D. 
Rockefeller stuck to the refining end 
of the oil industry, where the great- 
est profits still are found. John D., 
the largest refiner in the country, let 
the producer carry the bag in the 
crude end of the oi] industry, buying 
where and when he wanted, largely 
at his own price because of skillful 
manipulation of crude oil consump- 
tion. Since John JD.’s time, however. 
Standard Oil has gradually been forced 
into the crude end of the oil indus- 
try. Like other large refiners, it now 
has hundreds of millions of dollars in- 
vested in the crude oil end in this 
and other countries. It

of New Jersey has heen a leader. 

Now tires are to be added to Stan- 
dard Oil gasoline filling station serv- 
ice, Tires are to be changed without 
charge. The price for new tires will 
be below that of competitive garages. 
There will be a guarantee for the life 
of each tire. In addition to thus at- 
tracting. customers for gasoline, Stan- 
dard Oil is planning. through the sale 
of tires. to cut down the “overhead” 
on gasoline filling stations. If “‘over- 
head” on gasoline filling stations can 
be reduced through profit made on the 
sale of tires, there is nothing to stop 
Standard Oil from going into the sale 
of other automobile accessories. 


In taking on a new side line Stand- 
ard Oil is only following in the foot- 
steps of Du YTont, General Motors, 
Diamond Match, the United States 
Steel Corporation and many other in- 
dustrial leaders. The trend today is 
for large industrial corporations to 
have diversified output, make one 
hand wash the other, in getting the 
most from essential raw materials. 


is no secret | 
that Standard Oil has enormous sums | 


This movement is not confined to 
industrial companies. Wall Street 
understands that Standard Oil ex- 
pects to get some of the tire business 
now done by large mail order houses. 
Years ago the mail order houses took 
on tires as a side line. It is under- 
stood here that one mail order house 
alone, Sears-Roebuck, does an an- 
nual business in tires running from 
$35.000.000 to $40.000.000. ' 

The A. & P. chain of grocery stores 
throughout the country now doing a 
business of $1,000,000,000 a year re- 
cently added meat shops as a regular 
line. Some of the products sold by 
the A. & P. stores are manufactured. 
With its enormous annual turnover 
the company, has many standard 
brands of ‘food that can be purchased 
to better advantage than duplicates 
can be manufactured. 


It is understood that the tires to 
be sold by Standard Oil of New Jer- 
sey retail gasoline stations will bear 
the brand name of “Atlas,” to be pur- 
chased by the Atlas Supply Company, 
a subsidiary of Standard Oil. Con- 
tracts for tires will be given to sey- 
eral tire manufacturers for the im- 
mediate future with an agreement 
that the name of the manufacturer 
will not be divulged. 

Since the automobile in this coun- 


try became common, tire manufactur- 


ers have had a rough road to travel. 
Aside from the wide fluctuations in 
crude rubber’ prices which have 
caused the large tire manufacturers 
to repeatedly take enormous losses. 
there has always been trouble mak- 
ing competition from small, independ- 
ent tire plants, not a great deal of 
capital being required to set up a 
small local plant. Now, it appears, 
even the big tire manufacturers are 
going to have stronger competition 
than ever before. 

So far Standard Oil of New York 
has made no decision about entering 
the tire business. ‘Texas Company. 
which with Shell Union Oil Corpora. 
tion, has the on)~ nation-wide chain 
of retail gasoline filling stations, ad- 
mits that it has given the matter of 
selling tires consideration but so far 
has reached no definite decision. Of-
